“HIGHER-UPS” SEEN 
BACK OF MOVEMENT 


One of Those Shot Identified 
as |. W. W. Agitator, Once 
Active in Seattle. 


San Francisco, March 6 (By A. P.).— 
One bomb thrower was killed and a 
second was seriously wounded early to- 
day when they attempted to escape 
from the running fire of a squad of po- 
lice after a bomb had been planted on 
the steps of the Church of SS. Peter 
and Paul in the Latin Quarter here. 

The latest, attempt to blow up the 
structure took place at 4:20 a. m. 

A constant guard of police stationed 
in and around the church saw the two 
men place the bomb in the doorway, 
light it and start away. When the 
bombers failed to respond to a. call to 
halt, some of the officers opened fire, 
while another cut the burning fuse on 
the bomb. 

The dead man’s name had not yet 
been learned early tonight, while the 
other, wounded in the leg, was identi- 
fied as Celsten Zklund, 45, a former 
janitor of San Jose. Several years ago 
he was arrested in Seattle as an I. W. 
W. agitator. 


Has Been Bombed Four Times. 


The church, one of the most impos- 
ing edifices in the city, has been 
bombed four times since January, 1926. 

In an effort to establish the identity 
of the dead dynamiter, police ques- 
tioned the wounded man at length to- 
day, but he parried the queries, con- 
tending that he had no part in the 
bombing. The slain man placed the 
bomb, police say, while Ecklund acted 
as lookout. 

Belief that the two were acting for 
“higher-ups” was expressed by the po- 
lice. 

Policeman Is Decoy. 


On the last previous attempt to 
bomb the church the bombers watched 
the lone policeman guarding the 
church entrance so closely that they 
advanced on the church and tossed a 
bomb as he walked across the street 
to a public park. The same police of- 
ficer was at the church this morning, 
apparently distracted in the same 
manner. 

Today, however, this was part of the 
police play, for hidden inside the 
cloistered precincts of the church 
were crack marksmen of the police 
department. Stationed as _ lookouts, 
other police officers were in homes on 
both sides of the church with buzzer 
system extending into the edifice. 

The two men shot approached the 
building on opposite sides of the 
street. One placed the bomb against

In French Army Scheme 


Preamble by Chamber of Deputies Has no Saal 


on Sex—Preparation for National Defense 
Proposed for Entire Country. 


Paris, March 6 (By A. P.).—Equality 
of the sexes is the first principle laid 
down by the chamber of deputies in 
the proposed reorganization puans for 
the French army. 

The first. paragraph of the preamble 
of the reorganization scheme lays down 
the doctrine that every French s1b- 
ject more than 21 years old is liable to 
military service. Whether “service” in 
the meaning of the law supposes that 
women as well as men will shoulder 
a rifle and handle a bayonet does not 
appear from the text of the bill, but 
this probably will be cleared up later. 
Several amendments already have been 
introduced exempting women from the 
active duty provision of the proposed 
law. 

An effort to give profiteering a body 
blow is contained in the preamble 
which says that the economic forces 
of the country in every form may be 
requisitiohed by the government in case 
of war with the absolute prohibition of 
any profits. 

“Slackers” and conscientious objec- 


tors are dealt with in an article which 
provides that there may be no excep- 
tions whatever from the rule that every 
French citizen must serve unless 
physically incapacitated. 

The fundamental principle of the 
bill, as explained in the preamble, is 
the “arming and training of the whole 
nation.” This does not mean, as it 
might be literally interpreted, that the 
whole nation will be constantly under 
arms, but that preparation for the 
national defense will be extended to 
everybody, with shorter training. Con- 
sequently it will mean a smaller stand- 
ing army and a shorter period of serv- 
ice with the colors. 

The effect of the bill, if adopted as 
proposed by the government, will be 
to allow the recruiting of a profes- 
sional army of 100,000 and a decrease 
in the number of conscripts with the 
colors at any one time to something 
like 300,000. This would bring the 
total strength of the French standing 
army from 700,000 or thereabouts 


down to 400,000.

FOUND IN OHIO CAVE 


Boy Scouts’ Discovery Classed

SOUTHERNERS PLAN 
NEW GENERAL STRIKE 


Preparations for ie the Seizure 
of Arms Made; Split 
Among Leaders. 


Shanghai, March 6 (By A. P.).—A 
force of 500 Japanese bluejackets was 
landed in Shanghai today and quar- 
tered in the Japanese cotton mills in 
readiness for any emergency. 

The city itself was quiet tonight 
with chief interest centering on the 
fate of Soochow, where Gen. Chang 
Tsung-Chang has arrived and is busy 
strengthening the position of north- 
ern troops against the Cantonese who 
have been steadily pressing on that 
city in the hope of cutting the Shang- 
hai-Nanking railway. 

Although military reports received 
from the field tonight were vague and 
conflicting, some of the details strongly 
indicated that a rseumption of the 
Cantonese pressure on Soochow had 
placed that city in a perilous position. 
It was reliably reported that the 
Cantonese had passed Wukiang and 
had reached a”point five miles below 
Soochow. — 

Civilian traffic on the Shanghai- 
Nanking railway has been suspended 
because of the military concentration 
going on whereby the Shantungese 
commanders hope to protect this, their 
main artery of communication. 


Agreement Rumor False. 


There appears to be no truth in 
yesterday’s rumor of an understanding 
between-Chang Tsung-Hiang and Gen. 
Chang Kai-Shek, the Cantonese com- 
mander. These rumors were circulated 
in Kuomintang circles, left wing of the 
Cantonese. The rumor was that the 
northern commander had agréed to of- 
fer no opposition to the occupation.of, 
Shanghai by the Cantonese. 

Notwithstanding every indication that

Arriving 
at Muy Muy the party was instructed 
to wait for Gen. Moncada, military 
leader of the liberals, whom they hoped 
to persuade to accept peace.

He told the visitors he was unable 
to make any peace promises, being 
under the orders of Dr. Juan B. Sacasa, 
head of the liberal government, and 
any arrangements in that direction 
must be made with the latter. 

Discussing the proposed treaty with 
the United States submitted recently 
to the congress of the Managua gov- 
ernment by Adolfo Diaz, president of 
the rival conservative government, Gen.

New York, March 6 (By A. P.).—At 
all British universities sport “is es- 
sentially casual,” and while personal 
athletic prowess is highly esteemed, 


the’. reputation that victories can 
bring to institutions counts for com- 
paratively little, according to Dr. 
Howard J. Savage, staff member of the 
Carnegie Foundation for the advance- 
ment of teaching. 

Dr. Savage, who passed several 
materials for what is said to be the 
first American descriptive study. of 
athletics in British educational insti- 
tiitions, * says the foundation is at 
present* engaged upon a study of Amer- 
ican .school, college and university 
athletics. Most comparative consid- 
erations, accordinly, have been defer- 
red in the present study. 

“Very few persons,” he says, “are 
dependent upon British school, ‘college 
or university sport for their livelihood, 
and no such person, whether coach or 
trainer, depends upon victory for his 
living. 

“Half of the Oxford and Cambridge 
undergraduate bodies take part in row- 
ing’ and three-fourths. in all sports, 
while 75 per cent are doing special work 
leading to an honors degree. From 
these facts there would appear to be 
no conflict between athletics and 
studies at these older institutions.”

Moors, Maj. Tadeo Larre-Borges, Uru- 
guayan aviator, and his three compan- 
ions tonigkt were reported treking 
southward along a desolate stretch of 
African coast to Cape Jubi, 60 miles 
from the spot where the shattered

yesterday. 

Native couriers, bringing news that 
the fliers were safe and sound and were 


headed back to civilization, said that 
the Uruguayans should reach Cape 
Jubi sometime tonight or * tomorrow 
—. | morning. 

The fate of the Uruguayans, who 
were on a flight from Italy to Monte- 
video, shrouded in mystery ever since 
they hopped off from 
Wednesday morning, became even more 
problematical yesterday when ¢heir 
shattered plane was discovered at the 
mouth of a rivulet, 60 miles north of 
Cape Jubi, its cockpit plunged deep 
into the ground and the motor 200 
feet away. 


French Risk Lives. 


No trace of the men was seen and 
investigation of the wreckage was not 
made by the Frenck airmen Avho first 
saw it because of the danger involved 
in making a landing on the rough ter- 
rain. Today aviators attached to the 
Latecoere aerial lines landed on the 
scene of the wreck and communicated 
with natives who told them that the 
Uruguayans were en route to Cape 
Jubi. 

The Latecoere fliers, who pilot French 
planes in regular service between Casa- 
blanca and Dakar, took their own lives 
in their hands in landing to seek word 
of the Uruguayans, for the deserted 
section of the coast where the plane 
lay has come to be known among them 
as “no man’s land.” 

In the past, several aviators who 


a French 


were forced to land along the coast, | 


have been attacked by unfriendly na- 
tives, and twice in recent months na- 
tives. have smashed planes which were 
forced to land along the coast. One of 
the mail pilots—Gourd—was captured 
by the natives after a forced landing in 
November and died soon after his liber- 
ation as a result of the sufferings he 
had undergone during his captivity. 

It was with these memories that the 
French aviators along the mail route 
searched anxiously for the Uruguayans, 
and their anxiety was relieved only to- 
day when they learned that the fliers 
were in the hands of friendly Moors. 


Yet to Be Told. 


Until Maj. Larre-Borges and his com- 
panions, one of whom is his brother, 
Glauco,: radio operator on the plane 
reach Cape Jubi, the story of their 
mishap is likely to remain a mystery, 
for the section of the African coast 
where the plane fell is one that knows 
little of communication facilities. 

The French pilots, bearing in mind 
the series of troubles they have had 
with the natives, are suspicious that 
they may have destroyed the plane, 
since its parts were so scattered upon 
the beach and the shore waters. 

It had been Larre-Borges’ intention 
to fly to Cape Jubi and then across to 
the Canaries, where he pianned to hop 
off for South America. The narrow 
stretch of water between the Canaries 
and the mainland of Africa is largely 
used as a lane by cargo steamers.

New York, March 6 (By A. P.).— 
Eamon de Valera, first and only presi- 
dent of the Irish republic, today paint- 
ed a pessimistic picture of his country 
under the administration of the Irish 
Free State. 

“Since the treaty which created the 
Irish Free State was enacted, we have 
lost 280,000 Irish men and women,” 
he asserted. Many, but not all, he said, 
had emigrated to the United States. 
De Valera said that, in his opinion, the 
Irish Free State government would not 
survive. 

“It is not based on the real will of 
the Irish people, does not accord with 
their national aspirations and does not 
satisfy their economic needs,” he said. 
“The policy of monetary deflation 
adopted by England has been a main 
factor in bringing about the present 
situation. The situation could be 
readily remedied by a free Irish govern- 
ment concentrated on making Ireland 
a self-contained, self-sufficiug, eco- 
nomic unit.” 

De Valera will appear in court to- 
morrow as a witness in a sult. involy- 
ing funds raised for the Irish republi- 
can organization.

MORE SEEN ENTERING 


York Needs Revision, 
Says Report. 


New York, March 6 (By A. P.).— 
An ever-increasing element in the pop- 
ulation who “seem to have accepted 
criminal behavior as a life career 
keep the crime problem alive,” a re- 
port entitled “Probation and Delin- 
quency,” made public today, says. The 
report tells the story of the probation 
bureau established by Patrick Cardinal 
Hayes and maintained by the Catholic 
charities of the archdiocese of New 
York. 

The individuals who accept crime 
as a career, two-thirds of whom have 
had repeated contacts with the estab- 
lished machinery of the law “attest the 
utter failure of these processes to af- 
fect fundamentally: the problem of 
crime,” the report states. 

Reorganization of prisons and espe- 
cially the parole system of the State, 
to consider the individual needs and 
to control confinement as long as is 
necessary to “make certain he is ready 
again for social freedom,” is recom- 
mended. The need of an adequate 
and trained staff of probation work- 
ers is declared imperative. The future 
threat of prison walls or gallows will 
not cure youthful delinquency, it 
states. “Youth needs sympathy, pro- 
found understanding, skillful guidance 
and training,” the report says. 


BIG METAL DIRIGIBLE 
NEARING COMPLETION 


U. S. Air Supremacy and 
Around-the-World Service 


Seen by Inventor. 
Special to The Washington Post. 


Los Angeles, March 6.—Guarded by a 
score of workers a giant dirigible of all- 
metal construction is nearing comple- 
tion at. its hangar near Glendale, which, 
according to its inventor, will revolu- 
tionize all previous attempts to conquer 
the air. 

The inventor is Thomas Benton Slade. 
who distinguished himself during the 
war by perfecting an air-driven gener- 
ator for army airplanes. He also is the 
inventor of a refrigerating system whose 
patent rights recently brought more 
than $500,000 from an Eastern firm. 
Here are a few of the things which Mr. 
Slade said would be made possible with 
his new ship: 

Thirty-six hour Pullman passenger 
service between Los Angeles and New 
York; supremacy of the air for Amer- 
ica, both from a standpoint of peace 
and war; around-the-world service with 
Los Angeles as a terminal for incoming 
and outgoing Asiatic planes, and 30- 
hour service between London and New 
York; safety for the passengers, who 
will repose in luxurious cabins, steam 
heated and equipped with radio.

ter alterations will be made in the 
front of the house and back stage to 
permit intimate production of vaude- 
ville. 

With changes in booking, the Keith- 
Albee circuit will embrace two chains 
of theaters of different policies east of 
Chicago. One will be of centrally lo- 
cated intimate houses with two shows 
daily with all seats reserved. In other 
theaters of greater capacity, and in 
neighborhood locations, vaudeville and 
motion pictures will be presented at 
a low price scale. The Orpheum cir- 
cuit will be presented at a low price 
scale. The Orpheum circuit will in- 
augurate the same policy from Chicago 
to the West coast. 

The new exclusive vaudeville division 
will be confined to 40 cities, 20 in the 
East and 20 in the West. Plans al- 
ready announced include: Rebuilding 
the Majestic theater, recently acquired 
in Louisville; reconstruction of the Co- 
lonial theater, in Dayton, Ohio; selec- 
tion of a plot of ground in Cleveland, 
where a new theater of the band-box 
style will be built, and changes in 
theaters already owned in Rochester, 
N. Y., and Detroit. 

The experiment made in Cleveland,

To judge from the name of the show 
now holding forth at  Poli’s—‘‘The 
Great Temptations”—an innocent by- 
stander might believe that St. Anthony 
himself, were he to revisit the scenes 
of his earlier career, would be led 
astray; whereas, had the good man 
really been tempted, in years agone, 
he would’ not be shocked with the 
Shubert offering. 

Some one once laid down an axiom, 
to wit: A revue is never indifferent. 
It is either good or bad. By this token, 
“The Great Tenjptations” is the best 
the Messrs. Shvuberts ever sent to 
Washington. Further, it is undoubt- 
edly one of the best revues on the 
road. While it thas its moments of 
‘weakness it certainly has few dull 
onés—if any—and while there are dar- 
ing numbers, judged by the standards 
of the early nineties, in this the day 
of the hypersophisticate there is noth- 
ing in “Tho Great Temptations” that 
might not be seen in any one of & 
number of shows that have remained 
free from police interference.

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THE NICARAGUAN PEACE MOVE. 


Whether or not Juan Sacasa will persist in 
the attempt to overturn the government of 
Nicaragua seems to depend upon the Calles 
government of Mexico. Gen, Moncada, Sacasa’s 
chief military. commander, has signified his 
willingness to treat for peace under American 


' good offices, but he refers the question to Sa- 


casa; and Sacasa doubtless will be compelled 
to ask permission of Calles before he can quit. 
The Calles government has financed and equip- 
ped him, and if the truth were known it would 
probably be found that he had mortgaged to 
the Mexican government whatever he hoped to 
gain in Nicaragua. 

There is nothing but disaster ahead for Sa- 
casa.and his forces if they continue the strug- 
gie. American forces are at strategic points, 
while the Sacasa forces are in the hills and 
jungles. They can not attack any important 
place without running afoul of the Americans, 
and they know very well that should they at- 
tack the Americans they would be immediately 
suppressed. 

Probably Sacasa is willing to quit. He has 
something to gain by quitting now, and nothing 
to gain by trying to maintain the “revolution.” 
But whether Calles is ready to abandon his 
venture in Nicaragua is another question. No 
one knows how deeply he is involved with Rus- 
sia in this scheme to subvert Central America. 
If the communists can keep the fires of revolt 
burning they will doubtless do sd. But the 
danger to Nicaragua’s government is over, and 
within a few weeks the American force can be 
safely diminished. 

President Diaz has outlined a plan for closer 
treaty relations with the United States, where- 
by the United States would have the right to 
maintain order in Nicaragua. An arrange- 
ment of this kind should be made, so that in 
case of revolutionary violence hereafter the 
United States government could protect its 
@#tizens and their property without being 
charged by politicians and press partisans with 
“imperialism” and “‘ruthlessvaggression.”’

A DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION. 


The National Education association at its 
recent convention again adopted a resolution 
calling for the establishment of a Federal de- 
partment of education. 

It is astonishing that a body of educators 
should be so ignorant of the Constitution as 
to assume that the Federal government ¢can 
take control of the school system. It would 
be still more astonishing to see those educa- 
tors still insisting upon the innovation, assum- 
ing that it could be effected, after they had 
learned what would follow. 

A Federal department of education would 
be worthless unless it had jurisdiction over 
the public schools. No doubt the National 
Education association had in mind the trans- 
fer of jurisdiction over the schools to the 
Federal government. If that is desired, the 
end can be attained only by a constitutional 
amendment. 

The publie schools are maintained at a cost 
of hundreds of millions of dollars, raised by 
State taxation. Included in tha cost is the 
pay of thousands of superintendents and tens 
of thousands of teachers. The direction and 
control of the public school system by the 
Federal government would call for an estab- 
lishment as large and ramified as the Post- 
office Department. 

The scramble for “‘pork”’ the shape of 
Federal buildings would be magnified into 
a riot at every session if Congress were re- 
quired to provide every schoolhouse in the 
United States. 

What curriculum would be selected by the 
bureaucracy at Washington for the education 
of America’s youth? Would the United States 
permit teachers to instruct their charges that 
man is descended from a monkey? Or would 
Congress stipulate that no theory should be 
taught unless its validity had been established 
by some commission-or bureau of educational 
standards, appointed by the President by and 
with the advice of the Senate? 

Naturally, a bureau of educational stand- 
ards would require a laboratory, a library, 
testing equipment, offices, heating and light- 
ing plant, garages, &c., &c., and its findings 
would be subject, of course, to the criticism, 
correetion, revision and rejection of House 
ald Senate committees. In due time would 
arise scandals and recriminations calling for 
the creation of special smelling committees of 
the Senate. -.Since no field of human activity 
contains more raw material for contention 
than that of “education,’’ (a word that in it- 
self offers opportunity for eternal debate), it 
is altogether probable that the questions com- 
ing before the bureau of educational standards 
would occupy the time and attention of Con- 
gress, if not of the armed forces of the 
Union, longer than those great discussions that 
filled the Middle Ages with combustion and 
war. 

Still, the people of the United States have 
voted to deprive the States of many powers, 
and it would be rash to predict that they will 
not strip the States of all powers.

NEWFOUNDLAND WINS. po 

Just what George IL meant wien he granted 
to the province of ‘Newfoundland “‘all © the 
coasts of Labrador from the entrance of Hud- 
son straits to the River,Saint Johns” has been 
an irritating issue between that’ province and 
the Dominion of Canada for upwards of a hun- 
dred years. It was not, however, until a very 
recent period that either the ‘‘bluenoses” of 
the island or the ‘“‘habitants’’ of the mainland 
ever seriously bothered their heads over the 
ambiguity of the meaning of the Hanoverian 
king. 

However, when the stately spruce trees of 
the coastal section of Labrador became valu- 
able for pulp the ‘‘bluenoses’’ awakened to the 
fact that the time had arrived when that word 
‘‘coasts’’ should be definitely explained by a 
competent authority. Hence the Newfound- 
landers employed eminent legal talent to aid 
them in securing judicial opinions from the 
highest courts in Canada and eventually from 
the privy council. Newfoundland and Canada 
between them spent nearly a million dollars 
in lawyers and court fees during the 30 years 
that have elapsed since the question of owner- 
ship of the richly wooded coastal lands of 
Labrador first attracted the attention of thea 
wood pulp interests. Five years were con- 
sumed in preparing the petition in the proper 
form to be presented to the council in London. 

At last both sides agreed that the question 
should be put in very simple form, and it re- 
solved itself into this: ‘‘What is the location 
and definition of the boundary-as between 
Canada and Newfoundland in the Labrador 
peninsula ‘under statutes, proclamations and 
orders-in-council?’’ 

Two weeks were enough for consideration 
of such an easy problem. Within a fortnight 
the council decided that Newfoundland is en- 
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more popular and convenient, and besides,.a 
“gold note” may be worn to a frazzle without 
losing value; whereas a pocketful of gold it- 
self when deposited in the Treasury is received 
and credited according to its weight and with- 
out regard to its nominal worth. 

While the mint will exchange gold bullion, 


| or even “second-hand gold,’ providing it be 


of the right fineness, at the rate of 25.8 grains 


at that rate, it is different with silver. Silver 
is bought only when needed and then at the 
market value, which, unlike gold, varies from 
time to time. 

Last year the mint purchased $178,800,676 
worth of gold and $3,470,901 worth of silver, 
and its operations resulted in a profit of nearly 
$9,000,000, derived from seigniorage, or the 
difference between the cost price of the metal 
and the face value of the coinage when passed 
into circulation. 

The bureau of the mint is called upon fre- 
quently to strike off coinage for foreign coun- 
tries. In the course of its operations last year 
40,000 gold pieces were coined for Costa 
Rica and Guatemala, besides 6,230,000 silver 
pieces for’ Poland, Venezuela, Guatemala and 
Peru. Nor was nickel coinage for foreign ac- 
count neglected, as 10,406,000 coins of that 
metal were struck for Salvador and Peru. 

The bureau: of engraving converts paper 
into money, bonds, postage stamps, etc., and 
with the proper plates can turn a thousand 
dollars’ worth of paper into a billion dollars’ 
worth of ‘‘money’”’ without. profit to the gov- 
ernment. The mint, on the other hand, takes 
a few cents’ worth of bronze or nickel and 
converts it into hundreds of dollars in coins, 
and that’s where the mint proves more profita- 
ble to the Treasury than its other subsidiary, 
the bureau of engraving. 


DEVELOPING NEW FUELS. 


Two French chemists after long investiga- 
tion and experiment have solved the problem 
of making gasoline from lignite, and claim: 
that from 20,000,000 tons of the latter a year 
they can manufacture in the next ten years at 
least 1,000,000,000 litres of gasoline yearly, 
besides 600,000,000 litres of coarser oil. This 
pote would meet at least half the con- 
sumppjion demands of France. The commis- 
sion of mines of the chamber of deputies has 
accepted the report in good faith and has or- 
dered the experiments to be continued under 
government subsidy if necessary. The process 
is being kept secret for the time being. 

France, like Germany, is rich in lignite, al- 
though the substance is rarely used as a com- 
bustible. The motor fuel problem is serious, 
however, as the necessary raw materials for its 
manufacture are not found to any great ex- 
tent within the country. For this reason 
France’ has been working: feverishly to -dis- 
cover a substitute source of supply, and the 
recent results have been most gratifying. 

Many sciémtists profess to see the end of 
America’s supply of crude oil and are pointing 
toward the day when the country will no 
longer be able to supply fuel for its ‘automo- 
biles. Granting that it is vitally. necessary 
that the nation conserve its supply of raw 
material in every possible way, it can not be 
doubted that if necessary science would step 
in and produce a substitute probably better 
than the: fuel in use at the present time. In 
athis-conmection it may be noted that a method 
“of Mranamitting electric power very cheaply

THE RADIO SITUATION. 


Unless Representative Bloom is absolutely 
mistaken in his survey of the radio situation 
the immediate effect of the enactment of the 
legislation, which was expected to clarify the 
atmosphere. for broadcasting purposes, will 
have an effect exactly opposite that contem- 
plated by the authors of the new law. This 
comes about through the failure of Congress 
to furnish the funds with which to put its 
mandate into, effect. 

In a letter to Secretary Hoover Mr. Bloom 
points out that all licenses for broadcasting, 
amateur and professional, automatically ex- 
pired with the passage and approval of the act 
of February 23. In conformity with the terms 
of the law Secretary Hoover has notified every 
broadcaster heretofore licenséd to occupy the 
air that his license will terminate 60 days 
after the approval of the new act. That will 
be on April 24. Mr. Bloom directs: attention 
to the statute which prohibits the employment 
of any person by the government unless he 
is paid for his services. Inasmuch as the 
second deficiency bill which carried the funds 
for the salaries and expenses of the radio com- 
missioners failed of enactment, Mr. Bloom sees 
no way in which the commission can organize.

THE PROFITS OF SEIGNIORAGE. 


According to an estimate of the outstanding 
coinage of the United States, published upon 
the authority of R. J. Grant, director of the 
mint, there are scattered through the world 
today, principally within the United States, of 
course, 453,698,519,300 bronze cents that have 
been coined in American mints. Mr. Grant 
estimated that the number of 5-cent nickels 


in-existence is 122,963,100,800, and that the 
_total value of all the coined money in the coun- 


try is $2,054,657,476. This includes coins of 
gold, silver, nickels and bronze. 

It is the bronze and nickel, with silver to a 
less extent, that actually circulates, as nearly 
all the gold coinage is held in the vaults of the 
Treasury, the Federal Reserve, and the banks, 
Gold coinage deteriorates in value from con- 
stant handling.

SLOW TONORTHEAST 


Citizens Hoped Bill Would 
Authorize Mt. Hamilton Area, 
Tucker Declares. 


PLEASED AT APPROVAL 
OF PATTERSON TRACT 


Believed the Park Commission 
Will Use $300,000 for Pur- 
~ chase, President Says. 


- The defeat ot the deficiency © bill 
which carried & provision for the pur- 
chase of the arboretum grounds was a 
blow to the citizens of the Northeast, 
Evan H. Tucker, president of the North- 
east Citizens association, said last night. 
The northeast citizens had hoped that 


the bill would authorize the ‘purchase 
of the Mount Hamilton tract on: the 


‘Bladensburg road for this purpose. 


The tract contains such varied soils 
that it meets the requirements of such 
an establishment as the arboretum, 
Tucker said, and the speculative build- 
ers are building up that section of the 
Northeast at such a rapid rate that the 
citizens fear that the ground will have 
been used for building purposes before 
they can persuade the government to 


‘take it over. 


The citizens are elated, however, at 
the passage of the appropriatiton for 
the Patterson tract. -Congress did not 
formally appropriate the $300,000 for 
that specific purpose, but it is believed 
that the, National Capitol park and 
planning commission will use the 
money for the purchase of that tract 
by reason of a “gentleman’s agreement,” 
Tucker said. 

“Congress feared to make a direct ap- 
propriation that might establish a pre- 
cedent and overwhelm it with pleas for 
parks 


Need Patterson Tract. 


“We need the Patterson ‘tract for a 
park,” Tucker declared: “Before it 
was taken over by the government for 
use as a military camp during the war, 
the citizens of the northeast had the 
use of the tract for a public park. 
The Patterson heirs allowed its use 
for that purpose. At one time there 
were five baseball diamonds there for 
the boys of the northeast to play on. 

“We need the Patterson tract for a 
playground. It is the only avatianie 
tract in the northeast section. The 
woods on the: hill provide a wonderful 
picnic place for the grown-ups. There 
is a swimming pool already construct- 
ed at a cost of many. thousands of 
dollars. It was built for the soldiers 
in the war. I don’t know whether you 
have noticed it or not but there are 
more children injured in street acci- 
dents in the northeast than in any 
other section of the city. That is be- 
cause they have no place to play but in 
the streets.” 

With the practical assurance that 
the Union Station plaza development 
plans will go through, the citizens of 
the northeast believe that they have 
accomplished much during the past 
session of Co Mr. Tucker said. 
They are especially happy over the 
interest taken in the matter of street 
lighting. Several of the main thor- 
oughfares of the northeast have been 
given improved lighting and several 
more are slated for: improvement. 

The need for a branch library in 
the northeast was pointed out by Mr. 
Tucker, who said that he believed that 
the next branch established will be 
in the northeast.

Minister Assails Negative Atti- 
tude and Asks All Denomi- 
nations to Aid. ; 


New York, March 6 (By A. P.).— 
The churches are held partly to blame 
for present conditions on the stage in 
an outline today by the Church and 
Drama association of its plan for im- 
proving the tone of stage productions 
in New York. The Rev. George Reid 
Andrews, director of the association, 
said: 

“It is not enough to condemn bad 
plays; wholesome plays must be sup- 
ported. Patronage must be cultivated 
for those productions that measure up 
to the highest standards of dramatic 
art and of wholesome recreation. The 
aim of the Church and Drama associa- 
tion will be to build up support for 
the best plays and thereby make it 
more profitable to produce worthy than 
unworthy ones.” 

Mr. Andrews, who announced the or- 
ganization of the new body had been 
completed, said he believed that the 
churches generally have been too nega- 
tive in their attitude toward both stage 
and screen, and that, while. initiated 
by the Federal Council of Churches, 
the association as now organized is an 
independent body in which all the re- 
ligious forces and all groups interested 
in improving stage or screen standards 
are invited to cooperate “on an equal 
footing.” 

The newly elected president of the 
association was revealed today as Dr. 
S. Parkes Cadman, head of the Federal 
council of churches. The honorary 
president is John W. Davis. Vice presi- 
dents are Father Francis P. Duffy, the 
Rt. Rev. William T. Manning, President 
Cyrus Adler, of the Jewish Theological 
seminary; Prof. William Lyon Phelps, 
of Yale university, and Mrs. John 
Ferguson, president of the council, of 
women for home missions,

LEGIOLATURE TO ALTER 
VIRGINIA CONSTITUTION 


Extra Session, to Consider 
Simplifying Laws, to Con- 
vene Next Week. 


REPORT GIVEN OUT TODAY 


Richmond, Va., March 6 (By A. P.)— 
In ten more days, on March 16, the 
general assembly of Virginia will con- 
vene here for an extraordinary session 
of 30 days; called by Gov. Harry F. 
Byrd on January 24, to consider plans 
for the simplification and retrenchment 
in State government. 

The calling of the special session 
followed closely on the receipt by Gov. 
Byrd of the report of the New York) 
bureau of municipalities, which made 
& survey of the State goyernment. The 
report will be made public tomorrow. 
It was first given to a citizens’ com- 
mittee of 38, appointed by Gov. Byrd, 
and headed by William T. Reed, of 
Richmond, which was divided into 
units, each studying a different part 
of it. 

The report of the ‘Reed committee,” 
as the citizens’ committee became 
known, was made public on Sunday, 
February 13. Many recommendations 
were made for the simplification of the 
State government. The committee did 
not adopt all of the recOmmendations 
of the New York bureau, feéling that 
many were not adaptable to the needs 
of Virginia. 

Among the changes recommended 
were the abolition of 28 and the con- 
solidation of others of the 80-odd gov- 
ernmental agencies into 11 adminis- 
trative departments; reconstruction of 
the entire financial system, abolition of 
the office of secretary of the Common- 
wealth, second auditor, the commis- 
sioner of the State hospital, State ac- 
countant and superintendent of pub- 
lic printing, and that the State board 
of censors be cut to one member. 

Then, nine days later, the report of 
the commission to suggest amend- 
ments to the constitution was made 
public: The committee was headed by 
Robert R. Prentis, president of the 
State supreme court of appeals. This 
report came out on February 22, and 
included a complete revised constitu- 
tion, showing the proposed changes, 
and in a parallel column the consti- 
tution as it is at present.

Light Cast Upon Life in City 
Before the Dawn of 
Recorded History.

ROYAL FUNERAL POMP 


Cylinder Seals Reveal the 
Names of Kings Ruling 
in the Misty Past. 


Philadelphia, March 6 (By A. P.).— 
The January report of the joint. expedi- 
tion of the British museum and the 
museum of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania tour of the Chaldees, the home 
of Abraham, describes further archeo- 
logical finds in the work of digging into 
the misty ages in Mespotamia. 

In the December report. C. Leonard 
Woolley, director of the expedition, told 
of exploring 180 graves and of finding 
valuable articles of personal adornment. 
In the January report, the director says 
that more than 400 graves have been 
found, adding to the collection “fresh 
monuments for the history cf an age 
hitherto unknown.” 

“The latest of the graves 
main cemetery,” Mr. Wolley report- 
ed, “date before 3,000 B. C. The low- 
est and the earliest must be 500 years 
older and carry us back into a period 
of whose history the ancient writers 
have preserved nothing but a list of 
mythical kings who, bridged the gulf 
between: the known world and the 
flood.

“What strikes one most is the de- 
gree of wealth and comfort evinced by 
the graves. The pottery, indeed, is 


oy ori angmaning S 
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coarse, but that is precisely because, 
with better materials to hand, pottery 
was cheap and little regarded. For 


other than the most utilitarian pur- 
poses vessels were made of fine stone, 
alabaster or colored soapstone, of 
copper or of silver, and the shapes of 
these show an astonishing variety and 
an admirable understanding of form. 
For ornamental purposes silver and 
gold are very common. The latter is 
sometimes used in the form of thin 
leaf laid over copper, but sometimes 
solid and heavy. A “manicure set” of 
tweezers and pick in solid gold has a 
curiously modern look, and 80 have the 
heavy gold’' chains found in several 
graves. Gold beads of various shapes are 
most numerous. 

“The bulk of the objects from the 
graves are of this personal sort, ar- 
ticles of use or adornment, but other 
things also occur. Most remarkable of 
all is a fragment of limestone relief, 
probably the _ earliest Mesopotamian 
sculpture known, which may well por- 
tray the funeral procession of a pre- 
historic king. 

“The relief shows a chgriot drawn by 
four lions. It is empty and the reins 
are held by a man who walks behind, 
while another guides the way in front 
and a third follows, carrying some kind 
of burden. Over the car is thrown a 
leopard’s skin and to the front of it 
are tied spears, a quiverful of arrows 
and a battle-ax, the panoply perhaps 
of the dead ruler. 

“It is an extraordinary interesting 
fragment, and if its subject be rightly 
interpreted by us, gains in interest yet 
more from the fact that on two of the 
exquisitely engraved cylinder, seals 


are inscribed the names of kings who 
ruled at Ur—and may have been buried 
in these very graves—before the city’s 
history began.”

Doctors Attribute Saving of 
Life to Care Given 
by Mother. 


Chicago, March 6 (By A. P.).—The 
seventh baby of ten which were given 
boric acid instead of distilled water, 
through a mistake by nurses at a Chi- 
cago hospital a week ago, will live, 
doctors said tonight. 

Six of the babies have died, the 
seventh was in a serious condition for 
a week and three others were not af- 
fected by the poison.

ward.

ler General McCarl for an accounting 
of the money paid Rolls and Michael 
Malone, another agent. 

The New York member also address- 
ed a letter to Secretary Mellon, saying 
Rolls was the agent who obtained evi- 
dence against the Morrison hotel in 
Chicago, but that “his conduct was so 
disgraceful” that the government never 
prosecuted the case, and that Treasury 
Department representatives in New 
York assisted Rolls in leaving’ the 
country in order to have “an excuse” 
for not prosecuting several cases in 
which he had obtained evidence. 

La Guardia wrote McCarl that he was 
informed Rolls received a. salary of 
$1,000 per week and in addition was 
permitted to draw on funds received 
from the sale of “poison alcohol to pay 
his personal debts.” 

“I believe the law has been violated 
in more than-one respect,” the letter to 
McCarl said, “and surely whether the 
operation (of Leshone de Paris) was 
lawful or-not, no official had the au- 
thority to permit Rolls to pay his pri- 
vate debts, to say nothing of the ex- 
orbitant salary of $1,000 a week.” 

In his letter to Secretary Mellon, La 
Guardia said he was informed Rolls 
again was back in New York and ask- 
ed why the Treasury Department did 
“not proceed with the trial of the in- 
di nts which you stated had been 
obtained through the above mention- 
ed Leshone de Paris.’*. 


U.S. MOUNTAINS YIELD 
ENGLISH FOLK SONGS 


British Society Recovers the 
Tunes Forgotten in Land 
of Origin. 


London, March 6 (By A. P.).—Hun- 
dreds of Old English folk songs, long 
forgotten in the land of their origin, 
have been recovered from the settle- 
ments of mountaineers in the ‘eastern 
part of the United States and have 
been added to the collection now being 
restored to popularity by the English 


folk dance _ society. 

The late Dr. Cecil Sharp, who pass- 
ed the last 25 years of his life collect- 
ing folk songs and dances, discovered 
that a huge mass of that lore had 
been mere into the backwoods of 


the Amerftan mountain districts by 
early Engl pioneers, to survive there 
where little of the outside world pene- 
trates and where knowledge is. handed 
down from generation to generation 
by word of mouth. 

From the Eastern mountains of 
America and from the lanes and vil- 
lages of England, Dr. Sharp gathered 
5,000 of the old songs and dances. He 
founded the English. Folk Dance soci- 
ety in 1911. 

The society, which now has @ mem- 
bership of 6,000 is planning to estab- 
lish a national headquarters in Lon- 
don this year and has raised $58,000 
of a $125,000 fund for this purpose. 


Napoleon Documents 
To Frankfort School 


Berlin, March 6 (By A. P.)—A collec- 
tion of 10,000 original military and 
civil orders: and proclamations issued 
by Napoleon, the French crown and 
revolutionary authorities in the latter 
eighteenth and. beginning nineteenth 
centuries has been -acquired by the 
Alsace-Lorraine institute of the Uni- 
versity of Frankfort. .The collection in 
part was purchased by anonymous per- 
sons from the estate of the late Prof. 
Rudolph Reuss, of Sorbonne univer- 
sity, Paris, and presented to the Frank- 
fort institute. It is one of the most 
valuable collections of its kind in the 
world, being surpassed only by that 
in the National library in Paris. Most

CERTIFICATES OFFERED 


Intention Is to Divide $450,- 
000,000 Into Two Series, 
Mellon States. 


NOTES TO BE REDEEMED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Offerings of $460,000,000 in Treasury 
certificates of indebtedness were an- 
nounced yesterday by Secretary Mellon 
as the regular March financing of the 
Treasury. The offerings, which will be 
in two series, is intended, with the 
balances on hand and the March tax 
receipts, to cover the Treasury's fur- 
ther cash requirements until the June 
quarterly tax period. 


Although no. estimate has been 
made as to the collections to be made 
during this month, Treasury officials 
anticipate a considerable increase over 
}the collections in March 1925, which 
aggregated $499,628,780. 

Secretary Mellon also announced 
that the Federal Reserve banks had 
been authorized to redeem in cash be- 
fore March 15, at the holders’ option, 
Treasury notes of series B-1927 dated 
May 15, 1923 and maturing March 15, 
the notes, of which %660,000,000 in 
the series is outstanding, will be re- 
deemed at par and accrued interest to 
the date of redemption. They bear 
4% per cent interest. 2 

The Treasury offerings both will be 
dated and bear interest from March 
15, one series at 3% per cent, being 
for six-months and maturing Septem- 
ber 15, and the other at 3% per cent, 
being for one year and maturing 
March 15, 1928. The six months offer- 
ing is $150,000,000, while the years 
offering is $300,000,000. 

The 4% per cent Treasury notes ma- 
turing March 15 will be accepted at 
par in payment for the new certifi- 
cates. Subscriptions, for which pay- 
ment is to be tendered in Treasury 
notes maturing on that date, will be 
allotted 50 per cent, up to one-half 
the amount of the respective offerings. 


Rubber Co. Earnings 
For Year $8,535,380 


New York, March 6 (By A. P.).—Net 
surplus earnings of the United States 
Rubber Co., for 1926, amounted to 
$8,535,380, equivalent to approximately 
$10.53 a share on the common stock 
outstanding. This compares with $12,- 
082,352 for the preceding year or $14.92 
a share. 

Chairman C. B. Seger attributed the 
decrease, in face of a gain of more 
than $9,000,000 in total sales, to the 
violent decline in crude rubber prices 
during the first six months of 1926, 
forcing reductions in selling prices of 
tires carried in inventories, or on 
commitment. 

Because of the uncertainty of crude 
rubber prices, the net surplus of the 
compgny was set aside in its entirety 
as a reserve against inventories.
